Pedestrians as well as cars and trucks will be moving 
and stopping on products bearing the "Firestone” label in 
the late Fall. 
Roger S. Firestone, president of the Firestone Plastic* 
company, a division of the tire and rubber company, an­ 
nounced Thursday in Akron the granting of a license to 
produce a "Firestone” line of tennis and casual shoes to a 
Brooklyn firm. 


Resins manufactured in the local plant by the chem­ 
ical division of the plastic company will be used in the 
making of the soles for the line. 


The move marks another expansion of the company 
into everyday living 
Its products are used in everything 
from bottle caps to baby pants. 


RAMER INDUSTRIES incorporated, the licensee, with 
existing facilities to produce more than 20 million, pairs of 
sneakers, will add a new plant "to manufacture the high 
quality 
Firestone line,” the president said. 


The line will be for both the youth and adult markets 
and is 
eventually expected to branch into every 
type of 
casual 
shoe. 
It is scheduled to make its appearance in 
the fourth quarter of this year. 


""This long term: licensing' agreement with Ramer 
Industries points up the tremendous utility of Polyvinyl 
chloride for the shoe industry, not only as a sole material, 
but in other shoe components,” Mr. Firestone said. 


Besides shoes, the resin and sister products produced 
by the chemical division are used in rocket fuels, molded 
cover* for electrical connections, interior paints, wire in­ 


sulation and jacketing, etc. 


IN THE clothing line Firegion* plastic products are 
already used in the manufacture of rain boots and rain coats. 


Many recreational items, such as inflatable mattresses, 
balls, dolls and decorative swimming floats,-also come from 
Firestone vinyls. 


“ Further,” Firestone added, "We are acutely aware 
of the enormous growth of the recreational footwear 
market and recognize this as a vitally important area in 
which to create a loyal hase of future customers for 
major Firestone products.” 


At present the material used in the sole making process 
is all being produced at the local plant. 


A spokesman for the company said that once the line 
is in full production Firestone will have to expand its vinyl 
producing facilities, but declined to say 'whether this will 
be at the local plant. 
The Pottstown facility employs 
3200 persons. 


No information was volunteered over what the price 
of the high quality casual shoes will be. The spokesman 
said that this was a decision of Ramer. 


The casual shoes should be in production shortly, the 
spokesman said, commenting that design and test models 
have already been run off. 


It was also pointed out that some Firestone customers 
will be producing other parts of the shoes. 


Ramer is the largest United States manufacturer of 
injection molded footwear. 
It is a pioneer in the volume 
production of such shoes.

Lessons From a Purge 


]|fE N CERTAINLY are wonderful creature* 
at least when they are willing to put 
forth their own ideas. 


If is likely, however, 
that some of the 
leaders of communist China would not agree 
w ith the above noted boost for the individual. 
Since last November in Red China 
there has been a massive purge going on. 
At first it was a purge of intellectuals. 
Then if 
broadened into the political 
area, directing itself against persons who 
are “ anti * party and anti - socially scholars 
and authorities.” 
Last to fail under the heel of the purge 
was Peng Chen, mayor of Peking and one of 
the Chinese communist party’s top members, 
who has been stripped of his party post of 
first secretary of the party’s Peking central 
committee. 
s • • 


There are many lessons that can be taken 
from the purge in Red China. Certainly the 
“ we are not a dictatorship’’ line that they 
occasionally espouse goes out the window 
when the purge comes to light. 
But the most important lesson is not 
about what they do or have, hut it is 
ahout what we have. 
In our country men can think as they 
want. We have freedom to disagree with the 
government, publicly or privately. Here there 
is no “ rule of the state” and we can come 
and go, write or say whatever we believe. 
It would be unthinkable for an Ameri­ 
can to lose his job or to be hauled out of 
bed in the middle of the night and carried 
off to prison with no trial for “ political 
crimes against tfec state.” Yet in other 
parts of the world, such as China, at this 
very moment the long arm of the police 
state is carrying on an effective and 
massive purge. 
All through history the idea of the purge, 
in one form or another, has been an almost 
constant form of fear on the scene. Maybe 
as we wander glibly through our lives we 
should take a minute to be really thankful for 
the freedom we have. It’s a pretty precious 
thing. 


Big Business 


J N THE current era, people have been 
educated to the idea that someone owes 
them damages every time they stub their 
toe, and the liability for simply living is be­ 
coming so great that the average person can 
hardly afford to pay for adequate insurance. 
If you give your neighbor a lift to work 
In your car and you have an accident, 
he can sue you and collect exorbitant 
amounts. 
If a friend walks across your property 
and injures himself, he can sue you and 
collect. 
You 
constantly read 
of judgments 
of 
$10.000, $50,000, $100.000 and up. 
Expecting the other fellow to pay for all 
the risks of life has become big business. It 
is promoted by some of the sharpest mercen­ 
ary' minds who make a profession of litigat­ 
ing damage suits. 
It’s time we all realize that although in­ 
surance companies may write the checks to 
settle outlandish damage claims, we pay 
the bill in ever-rising costs of essential in­ 
surance coverage. 


W hat is the Policy? 


npH E Department of Agriculture, as a mat­ 
ter of high government policy, is engaged 
in an attempt to build foreign markets for 
American agriculture. At the same time, in 
at least one case, another top government 
department has taken a position that is in 
sharp conflict with, this wise policy. 
That happened very recently when the 
Department of Commerce imposed export 
controls over cattle hides and other livestock 
by-products which are the source of leather. 
Commerce, apparently, did this for two 
reasons. One is the claim that export con­ 
trols are necessary to forestall a domestic 
shortage of hides. 
This 
has 
been 
challenged 
by 
the 
American Meat Institute, which points 
out that about three-fourths of the (125 
million pairs of shoes manufactured in 
this country last year had soles of mater­ 
ials other than leather and that 20 per­ 
cent had uppers made of leather sub­ 
stitutes. 
, 
Secondly the commerce department ap­ 
parently believed that Federal controls are 
necessary because of recent advances in 
prices of cattle hides.1 Thus the order is 
described by the Institute as an attempt to 
roll hide prices back to a depressed level. 
Certainly, there is neither justice nor 
reason in making the hide producing industry 
the victim of a special exception to the gen­ 
eral policy of encouraging exports.

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Famed Theologian 
To Observe His 
74th Birthday

NEW YORK <AP) — The old 
lion 
of 
Am erican 
theologians, 
the Rev. Dr. Reinhhld Niebuhr. 
sits by the river these day», and 
the seekers for wisdom com e, to 
partake of his store of it. 
He doesn’t get around much 
anymore, but the force of his 
Intellect still probes the modern 
scene, through his writings and 
consultations. 
And scholars of 
varied creed com e to discuss, to 
listen and draw on his insights. 
"We 
have 
som e 
wonderful 
conversations/* he said at his 
uptown 
apartm ent 
overlooking 
the 
Hudson 
River. 
Often, 
he 
strolls along the river bank, a 
brooding, 
thoughtful 
man, 
of 
humor, 
profundity and practi­ 
cality. 
*

* 


Widely regarded as one of the 
great 
Christian 
thinkers 
this 
country has produced. Dr. N ie­ 
buhr turns 74 next Tuesday, un­ 
shaken either in his hard real­ 
ism or his hope about the hu­ 
man situation. 
“ R eligious faith,” he says, “ is 


basically a trust that life, how­ 
ever difficult and strange, has 
ultim ate m eaning.” 
The “ im possible possibility/* 
he has described jt. 
' . “ Man’s reach is always be­ 
yond his grasp,’’ he says, but 
adds that the object of the reach 
is real, to be sought in history, 
although fully found only on the 
other side of it. 
Early in this century he jolted 
Protestantism 
back 
to 
an 
aw areness of m en’s inescapable 
egocentric failings — their cor­ 
rupting urge to play God. 
It 
has 
been 
said 
that 
he 
brought “ original sin"* back in 
fashion. However, he saw it in 
term s not just of individual self­ 
adoration. but in the whole web 
of collective forces that tend 
becom e 
objects 
of 
idolatry 
whether nationalis m. sc tent ism. 
pleasure cults, w ealth or utopi­ 
an social schem es. 


The most subtle evil, he says, 
is “ alw ays a good that pretends 
to be better than it i</- 
Yet he also spurred churches 
to 
forthright 
involvem ent 
in 
struggles for social justice 
He 


¡regards him self a political liber­ 
al, although a theological con­ 
servative. 
Men can’t build a perfect or­ 
der, he em phasized, but neither 
can they escape responsibility 
for striving at its approxim a­ 
tions, recognizing them alw ays 
as only that. 
Throughout his life, Dr. N ie­ 
buhr has plunged into the thick 
of labors for social betterm ent, 
and he has influenced a whole 
succession of church leaders in 
the sam e direction. 
A 
Lutheran 
in 
background, 
and professor em eritus of New 
York's Union T heological S em i­ 
nary, his work has made an im ­ 
pact 
both 
in 
scholarship 
and 
action on Christianity at large, 
in this country and abroad. 
“ Reinhold Niebuhr has been 
beyond com pare the theological 
teacher of this 
generation 
in 
Am erica ” says the Rev. 
Dr. 
Paul R am sey, a Methodist and 
professor of religion at Prince­ 
ton University.

Writes Catholic scholar 
Mi­ 
chael Novak, of Stanford U ni­ 
versity: 
“ For some 30 years the single 
most influential Christian voice 
in the United States has been 
that of Reinhoid Niebuhr. 
He 
has stood head and shoulders 
over other Christian m oralists, 
P rotestant and C atholic.” 
The galaxy of world religious 
teachers has been thinned re­ 
cently by the death of German- 
born Paul Tillich, Sw itzerland's 


E m il Brunner; Israel’s Martin 
Buber 
and 
A frica’s 
Albert 
Schw eitzer. 
Among the last of the giants 
still 
living 
are 
Sw itzerland’s 
Kart Barth and A m erica’s N ie­ 
buhr. 


They served a com plem entary 
role, on the two continents, in 
developing 
a 
“ neoorthodox” 
theology, which swept Christian 
scholarship in the last half-cen­ 
tury, and renewed intellectual 
em phasis on the basic Biblical 
m essage. 
Although Dr. Niebuhr has suf­ 
fered recurrent strokes, and his 
walk has slowed, his voice and 
pen still yield a rich flow of 
com m entary and analysis. 
His latest book, “ Man’s N a­ 
ture 
and 
His 
C om m unities," 
cam e out this y ear, and on May 
22 he returned to Union S em i­ 
nary’s pulpit after an absence of 
two years to rap the sm all cote­ 
rie 
of current 
death 
of 
God 
theorists. 
Said he: "T hese young m en — 
1 say young because I am an old 
man — would have been less 
blithe if they had lim ited them ­ 
selves to announcing the dying 
of all im ages of God. God is a 
m y stery, and 1 wish they had 
realized th is.’’ 
In the June 13 issue of Chris­ 
tianity and Crisis, a m agazine 
he founded 
in 
1941 
to arouse 
Am erican churches from isola­ 
tionism in the face of Nazi atro­ 
cities, he wrote:

too 
grand and awful to be told w ith­ 


out reverence for the m ystery 
and m ajesty that transcends ail 
human knowledge. Only humble 
men who recognize this m ystery 
and m ajesty are able to face 
both the beauty and terror of

beauty or becom ing crushed by 
its terror.” 
For 32 
years, 
Dr. 
Niebuhr 
taught at Union Sem inary be­ 
fore his retirem ent in I960, guid­ 
ing a host of present-day pas­ 
tors and theologians. His class­

applied 
Christianity — ethics. And he 
also made his applications felt 
in the arena of social concerns 
and public policies.

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Holocaust Occurs in N.Y. Harbor 
Sea of Fire Engulfs Vessels 
A t Least 23 Persons Die in Collision of 2 Tankers 


NEW YORK <AP) - Two 
tanker» collided In New York 
Harbor on Thursday, bursting 
into flamea that towered as high 


m s a 
1 0-story building and 
spreading a sea of fire that en­ 
gulfed, and destroyed, two tug­ 
boats, 
The Coast Guard said It had 
confirmed at least 23 persons 
died in the holocaust at the nar­ 
row entrance to Newark Bay 
between New Jersey and Staten 
Island, where the British tanker 
Alva Cape and the American 
oiler 
Texaco 
Massachusetts 
came together. 
"Even the water was afire,’* 
an eyewitness ashore reported. 


Of the too crew members 
•board, the tankers and tugs, 'the 
Coast Guard, listed eight unac­ 
counted for, Sixty-nine known 
survivors were taken to hospi­ 
tals in New York and New Jer­ 
sey, 
• • • 
Among the dead were the 
skipper of the Texaco Massa­ 
chusetts, Capt. Richard F.„ Pen­ 
der,, and one of his crew mien, 
firemen F. P. Chantre. Other 
victims Included two tugboat 
men. 
The collision occurred In. 
midafternoon and there was no 
immediate explanation for it. 
'The sky was lightly overcast but 


visibility was good. 
The British tanker 'bore the 
brunt of the damage, and. was 
reduced to a bulk of twisted me­ 
tal. The American ship was less 
heavily damaged and eventually 
was towed away. 
Mayor John V, Lindsay visit­ 
ed! the scene in a police launch. 
Silvertro Tur si, 39, owner of a. 
gas station on Staten Island,, 
looked on in horror at. the after- 
math of 'the collision, when a 
series of minor explosions set 
the two tankers ablaze. 
"People were jumping Into' 
the water. As they began swim­ 
ming, flames encircled them.., I 
could see these flashes as they 


were jumping in,” he said. 
Rescue vessels braved solid 
sheets of flame to pluck survi­ 
vors from the blazing surface of 
the Kill. Van Kul.1, a 2,000-foot - 
wide channel where the crash 
occurred. 
A. disaster of frightening 
proportions apparently was av­ 
erted, however, when fire light­ 
ers, impeded by dense smoke, 
were able to contain the fire 
aboard tie Alva. Cape without 
Its setting off 143.000 barrels of 
volatile naptha aboard 'the Brit­ 
ish vessel. 
Until the danger of an all-out 
explosion in the world’s greatest 
harbor abated, a disaster alert.
